Look for 11 in the conyresaional Globe debates, 
April 28, 1869. WasUlngten became too hot tor mm, 
and then ho m ade a bee line for Albany, A similar 
measure to the bill Introduced into the federal le­ 
gislature was brought before the Assembly, and 
finally wont to Ihu Henate. 
The “Coloael’s" fame, 
however, preceded him, and the Senate would uut 
have anvthlng to do with him or lUs bUl, But he 
did not abandon bis purpose and his hopes of ulti­ 
m ate gatu.

Tho work, written by J. M. Bandy, ap- 
psared sovoral years ago in W uconsln, a t a time 
when such qaesUons aa the vaüdlty of the PoglUve 
Slave law and the appellate. Jortsfiiotlon of the Su­ 
preme court of the United BUtes in m atters involv­ 
ing Slate rights were subjeots of peeaUar interest 
and piquancy.

It has bsen rspnbltohed, 
as the author tells us, at the earnest request of some 
of the most disUnguUhed repubUcans of tho Wis- 
consla bar, prominent am ong them Judge Howe, 
who, m a letter to the author recently, while asking 
that the work should be reprinted, refers In detail 
to the clrcumstancos which brought tt forth. Judgo 
Howe says:—

ties you presented on the national side, it U aomo- 
what doubtful If they were then considered with 
that eulighteued candor to whlcli they were enm ied.

CnRiriTiAN Missions: Their Aoknts and Tiibir 
R esults. Two volumes. By T. W. M. M arshall. 
Now York: D. 4 J. Sadller 4 Co. 
These volumes probably contain the m ost com­ 
plete history of Christian missions ever written. Mr. 
Marshall, the author, is a Oatholio gentleman, for­ 
merly a ProtesUnt clergyman, and as such widely 
known as an author. Some Idea may be formed of 
the completeness of his present work by the fact that 
six or seven humtred authorities are quoted. This 
proves that Mr. Marshall sought every book or report 
on hts subject calculated to afford him assistance In 
writing his hUtorj. There has not been and U not a 
ChrlstUn mission in any part of tho world whloa is 
not menUoned in these volumes and tho result 
of its labors given in aetalL As a Oatholio tho 
author naturally defends aud lauds tho mlsalons 
of h u Church and sharply criticises those of 
tho iTotesiants. As regards the adverse opinlons 
expressed of the latter, it m ust bo aam itted tn at ne 
makes a strong case, eapeciaUy where ho Ukes 
Protestant works or 
reports, and quotes from 
tnem 
their 
own 
oondemnatlon. 
Nevertheless 
at times ho is too severe and sectarian. 
This, 
however, is the only lault whioh can be charged 
against the work; but even this cannot Im pair Its 
value as a history. It ought to bo read by every p er­ 
son Interested lu religion. To American readers the 
account ot the work performed by American mlaslons 
will be found particularly entertaining, especially 
where it relates to Protestant missions from the 
United States. 
Mr. Marshall attacks these with 
great force, assorts th at they are and have been 
failures, and quotes from numerous authorities to 
prove his assertion. 
The volumes ate written 
throughout la a clear, pleasant style, often decid­ 
edly racy aud never dull. Indeed, we have seen 
bat few works of the kind so well calculaiod to 
ailui'd littcrertl to the general reader.

The Eastern question, thst has been slum­ 
bering duilng fourtesn years, under tho musty 
parohmentof a treaty, has suddenly arisen and 
put the slatesmea of old Europe on the qui 
vice. Those who were instrumontal la framing 
the treaty in 185U did not foresee that they 
were only patohing up the old difficulty and 
that this traditional carbuiirleof Europe would 
open anew. And yet they might hare foreseen 
it. 
For the last feurtetn years Russia has 
been smarting under the humiliating ooRdi- 
tlons wbioh were then imposdd upon her, and 
she now openly declares that she will tolerate 
them no longer. 
She will not abate a jot of 
her demands. 
The seoond note addressed by 
Prince Oorlchakoff to the British Cabinet may 
be cousldored more concUlalory in its terms, 
but is in substance only the reiteratlen of the 
first. 
The statesmen of England may cudgel 
their brains for a peaceful a<iU»Btment of this 
vexed question, but there are only two ways 
in which it can be solved—by war or by yield­ 
ing to the demands of Russia. 
In adopting the 
latter course England will tacitly acknowledge 
that the blood and treasure poured out during 
the Crimean war were spent in vain. 
The series of cable telegrams which wo 
publish elsewhere reports the progress of the 
qiiesUon in the Old World capitals during the 
d«y and to a very late hour of the oveniag 
yesteitlay. 
In England tho general aspect 
was more pacific. 
There was an improved 
feeling on ’Change, that delicate barometer of 
British sentiment and opinion. 
The London 
newspapers treated the subject more or less 
pointedly in their mornisg issues. 
A leading 
city journal, which is suppo.sed to speak ander 
official Inspiration at critical moments in the 
history of Great Britain, assorted conspicu­ 
ously, in the name and behalf of the English 
people, that, “ desiring the maintenance of 
peace, we stand on the maintenance of peace 
guarantees and the repudiation altogether 
of the claim to 
supersede the 
obliga­ 
tions of the treaty of 1856.” The principle 
involved here, if it should be adopted by the 
Cabinet in Downing street, would restore the 
original cause ef difficnlty and danger. 
This 
state of affairs can scarcely occur, however, 
if we are to believe another London paper, 
which alleged that it had an official statement 
to the effect that “ Russia has decided te with­ 
draw her demand and snbmit her propositien 
to the deeision of the Conference.” 
Haro wo 
have “ the Conference" spoken ef as a fixed 
fact. 
If this impertant meeting should be 
held we sre to presume that peaos will be 
preserved, as Russia will either gain her object 
or be forced to snbmit—for the present, at 
least—to the solemn arbitrstloa of her national 
peers, delivered in friendly council. 
From 
the guarded 
statements 
of 
the 
Russian Minister 
in this oounlry during 
the interview 
with 
a 
H erald reporter 
we understand 
that 
Russia 
seeks no 
tcrritorlaj aggrandizement, but will remain 
firm in her rejection of that clause of the 
treaty which keeps her war vessels from 
entering the Black Sea; and she has five hun­ 
dred thousand good reasons ready to back her 
demands. 
lu the face of these events it is 
well for us to examine whether the interests 
of OUT country are involved in the East. 
There are American statesmen who hold that 
the United States are not concerned in 
any of tho political questions that have 
set the Old World in commotion. 
They 
say 
(hat 
tho 
Monroe 
doctrine 
should 
be our liue of conduct. 
The doctrine of 
complete non-intorferonoe was well suited to 
the time at which it was proclaimed. 
The 
Uailed States were then a second rale Power. 
Out of the late struggle we have arisen a 
great, regenerated nation, and now occupy a 
commanding position in the world. 
For all 
practical purposes of communication we have 
been brought within a few hours of Constanti­ 
nople, and are daily creating new interests fer 
ourselves in the East. 
Our immense re­ 
sources, our industry and the late inventions 
of science have raised this country to a posi­ 
tion of grandeur. 
There is an old maxim that says, 
oW/í/í,” and it may be affirmed with equal 
justice. Grandeur obliges. 
Those statesmen 
who think that we have no politioal interests 
in the Old World are behind their age; for, 
during the last few years tho foreign element 
has been steadily flowing to our shores, and 
its influence has made itself felt in the framing 
of our foreign policy. 
Another thought presses itself upon the 
attention of our government. 
In case of a 
war between this country and England-and 
such an emergency may arise if we take into 
account the late utterances of General Butler— 
Russia can render us effective assistance. She 
can deal a deadly blow to the most cherished 
interests of England by barring her passage to 
the East. 


There is another consideration—a moral 
one—which our admiuistration will do well 
not to forget. 
Of all the European Pswers 
Russia was tho only one that evinced a sin­ 
cere sympathy for our causa during the late 
war. 
If the Cabinet of St. Petersburg bad 
followed the seductive advice of the Emperor 
Napoleon, in order to bring about a formidable 
coalition against this country, the South might 
have l)een able to constitute herself into an 
independent State. 
It is a notorious fact that 
the Emperor Alexander repelled these Insldi - 
ous proposals. 
He did even more; for at tho 
most critical moment of our struggle he sent 
a fleet into our waters in order to attest, by the 
presence of the imperial flag, the sympathies of 
his government for the people of this conntry. 
But, say 
Machiuvelli 
and hie 
followers, 
gratitude shóuld not be the liue of conduct in 
political actions. 
We believe that this doc­ 
trine is as faUe as it Is hackneyed. 
Gratitude 
in public and private life is not only a virtue, 
but a matter of sonad policy, and States, as 
well as individuals, acquire credit if they stick 
to their friend*.

bring disgrace upon itself if, in a critical mo­ 
ment, it should desert its business friends. 
Does not the moral of this 
also apply 
to the

We d® net think England will declare 
war against Russia without the assistance of a 
Continental Power. 
The author of ap article

offensive warfare. 
Wo shall quote his state­ 
ment :—“ While ovorytbing oombluee to make 
us safe, everything also oombineH to make us 
harmless. 
To judge from recent oxperienoe, 
the relative share of maritime force In aggreo- 
elve warfare Is dwindling, and wo are an 
essentially, incurably, maritime Power. 
All 
the sea dees for us as defondors of our own 
shores it would impartially do agaiast us when 
we proceed to attack the shores of others." 
In the Baltio Crenstadt Is more Inaccessi­ 
ble to hostile fleets than ever. 
Russia has 
lifly iron clads, and the forts which defend the 
entrance of the river Nova are impregnable. 
A British fleet venturing Into those waters 
would expose iiself to destruction. 
In the 
Black Sea the Eaflish might bombard Odessa, 
Kertch and a few other ports of minor impor­ 
tance ; but, on the whole, they would incur a 
heavier loss than they could inflict. 
The oaly Power which could be the ally of 
England Is Austria. 
Is it probable that Prati- 
ols Joseph will risk a second Sadowa and the 
dismemberment of the Austrian empire? 
At 
the first demonstration of hostility a Rus­ 
sian 
army of 
five 
huudred 
thousand 
men 
is in roadinoss to bear down upon 
Vienna. 
On the other hand, Russia has 
repeatedly declared that she has no designs 
upon any part of the Turkish territory. 
She 
sUtec that the liberty of the Black Hea is 
vital to her interests os a first rate Power. 
She wants nothing more and will be satisfied 
with nothing less. Public opinion wiU recognise 
tho justice of her demands. 
No one can deny 
that the Treaty of 1856 has been repeatedly 
violated, and the clause conceralng the Black 
Sea is in contravention of the grand prinoiplo 
of the liberty of the seas. 
In view of tho 
foregoing argnments and facts the present 
admlnistratioa should lend its moral support 
to the cause of Russia, and thus disoharge the 
debt of gratitude we owe that Power.

The W ar Sitaatlon In Frnnre. 
We are somewhat at a leas to form any 
definite opinion as to the real condition of tho 
contending armies la the Valley of the Loire. 
The telegrams are so mixed and the claims 
on both sides so contradictory that it is almost 
impossible to get at the actual state of affairs 
in that section of France. 
That there has 
been fighting at Beaune-la-RoIande, a town 
about twenty-six miles distant from Orleans 
in a northeasterly direction, yesterday, we 
have good reason to believe; but the decisive 
baUle, which, in all probablUty, will decide tho 
fate of France, has not yet been fought. 
A 
despatch from Tours says that the French 
forces near Gien and Montargis advanced 
towards Pithiviera, in conjunction with the 
forces 
stationed 
near 
Artenay, 
and at­ 
tacked 
the 
Germans 
sncoessfully; 
but 
the coming up of forty 
thousand fresh 
German troops seemed to operate as a 
check on the victorious march of the Freneh. 
This is but a repetition of the strategy adopted 
by the Germans throughout the carapaign. 
They have ever been ready with men to con­ 
centrate at any particular point at the proper 
time. 
Perhaps to tho adoption of this system 
the greater portion of their extra ordinary suc­ 
cess in the present war is due. 
Though the 
despatch from Tours claims a victory, with 
great loss to the Germana and some guns, an 
cquxl atnount of considnratlon la entitled to 
the anaouncement from Versailles assorting 
that the Germans wore victorious. 
Ono thou­ 
sand prisoners are said to have fallen Into 
their bands, and the operations throughout 
the day were directed in person by Princo 
Frederick Charles. 
Along the whole line 
fighting appears to have taken place, and if 
the Duke of Mecklenburg believed ia the easy 
capture of Le Mans he must have experienced 
disappointment in his attempt to capture it, if 
he made such an essay, as the despatches 
would lead us to Infer he did, for that city is still 
held by the French and defended by a force 
variously estimated at from twenty-five thou­ 
sand to fifty thousand men. 
The victory at 
Amiens is conclusive. The French were beaten 
there, and a royal despatch from Ki ig William 
announces the fact. 
From all that can be 
learned of General Manteuffel’s future move­ 
ments tho belief is that he intends to move 
northwards and attack LUlo and then move 
on Dunkirk. 
Time, however, will reveal what 
is now wrapped in mystery. 
Three de­ 
monstrations were made from different points 
of Paris on Monday, but each resulted iu 
failure. 
There is little in the situation of 
affairs in France to-day to chase away the 
gloom that hovers over that once proud but 
now humiliated nation. 


Db P aladines on 
the Offensive.—As 
usual both belligerents claim to have gained 
successes in the engagement reported to have 
taken place at Beaune-ía-Rolandc on Monday. 
It ia evident, however, that the engagement 
was iiideoisive of results. 
At the same time 
some importance must be attached to thd 
fact that the kronoli were the assailants, 
and 
not 
the 
Germans. 
De Paladines 
seems to be making a desperate effort to 
pierce the Prussian left centre, and, throwing 
back the left wing, march upon Versailles and 
raise the siege of Paris before the Prussian 
forces can concentrate upon his rear. 
What 
success will attend his movements remains to 
be seen. 
Failure, however, docs not neces­ 
sarily involve a repetition of the Sedan disas­ 
ter. 
While Le Mans is held by the French 
forces he has a safe line of retreat, even though 
ho be cut off from Tours, which ho is very 
likely to be in a day or tw5. 


At L ast General Tkoohu Has Made a 
Sortie, but it was so feeble that it was easily 
repulsed. 
Three demonstrations are reported 
to have been made—one from Mount ValJrion, 
against Bczons, a few miles from Versailles, 
which took place Monday night; 
another 
against Montretout, 
and a third 
against 
Choisy-le-Roi, both of which were made yes­ 
terday morning. 
The last referred te was the 
most serious, but none of them seem to have 
been made with any vigor. 
Now or never is 
the time for Trochu to fight. 
If he cannot 
even cut his wav through the Prussian linos 
he can keep his opponents employed and pre­ 
vent their sending reinforcements to the army 
near Orleans. 


Ju st Like Him.—George Francis Train is 
reported to be in prison in Marseilles, and for 
singing the “Marseillaise” in too high a key. 
Siill we have no fear that his detention will be 
a cause of war, and but little hope that his 
r^lefwe wUl save faris.

Gladslone is Premier of England; and it must 
bo borne In mind that in the British oonatitii- 
tion the Prime Minister it is whose mental and 
moral c a lib re determiues the character and 
fate of tho admiolstratten. 
If he ia a great 
man ho may make his goverameat groat in 
spile of the weakneBS of subordinates. 
If be 
is a weak aud small iituu all the oloqueoce and 
statesoianship imugisuble in inferior members 
of tho Ministry will not save it from failure and 
contempt. 
And inasmuch as it is the Premier 
whose giiidauce aud judgment must necessarily 
infliteace and deleruiae the whole course of 
policy, domestic and ferelgo, it will not de for 
him to be a one-sided or a two-sided man. He 
must be, as Lord Bacon described man, “ a 
being of large discourse, looking before and 
after." If bo happen to be a great student be 
hod better brush the dust of his library well off 
before he goes into the couscll chamber. 
For 
it is bis business to make bialory—not to write 
nbeut history or think about history or advise 
about history, or, least of all, to oreak about 
history. 
And it is above all things necessary 
I that ho should be able to deal with facta as 
they are and as they arise, and have no over- 
wbelmisg preference for one part of political 
action over another. 
He ought to bo able to 
take impartial interest in foreign affairs, 
finance, law reform -all sides, in a word, of 
international and domestio politics. 
Unless 
be be endowed with this sovereign qiiulity of 
large-bearled and large-minded impartiality he 
is a subordinate in soul, und ought to be a 
subordinate In place. 
Now it is the peculiar misfortune of Eng­ 
land at this crisis that she has a man at her 
bead who has such an exclusive geniu.s for 
financial aad other domestio reforms, such a 
passion lor economy and Improvement at 
home, that he positively abhors the interna- 
Uonal side of politics altogotber. 
If there 
were no foreign politics there would bo no 
armies, no fighting, no wasteful expenditure 
on guns and gunpowder. 
That is the short 
gospel of Utopia, and Mr. Gladstone is its 
short-sighted aposUe. 
He hales the whole 
foroign trouble so bitterly that bis mind is 
positively blind and deaf and dumb on that 
side. He simply will not look at it. The oon- 
sequence is that he has always set his face 
agaiast the very question of efficiency in the 
army and the navy, and resents with ludi­ 
crous bitterness any attempt te make him con­ 
sider what may be the duty and position of 
bis country under any of those terrible turns 
of fortuno which the rotten and insecure 
fhbric of Europa makes possible every day. 
Tkey come upon hiaa, therefore, with a shock 
that deprives him for the time of all judgment, 
all power to act, almost of all sense of what 
is fitting aad docent in bis great position of 
helmsman of the ship of state, aud forces him 
into acts and utterances which make him and 
the nation he is supposed to govern tho laugh- ! 
ing stock of mankind. 
Mr. Gladstone, it Is very well understood, 
has left the praotioal conduct of foreign affairs 
in England of late altogether to Lord Gran­ 
ville, the Foreign Secretary. 
Both in Parlia­ 
ment and in council tho Premier has been, in 
these latest months, on this greatest of great 
subjects, a silent non-combatant. 
But if he 
has been silent where bo ought to have 
spoken, be has been only too outspoken 
where he had better have held his peace. 
Both on the platferm and in the press be bos 
been 
deplorably, 
not 
to 
say 
fatally, 
copious 
and 
fluent 
on 
this 
bead, 
and 
some 
of 
the 
things 
Le 
has 
said have been as surprising and shocking to 
public opinion as a minor earthquake. 
A few 
weeks ago, at a publio meeting, he actually 
declared that he was “ astonished, pained and 
bewildered” at the events that were going on 
in Europe. 
Now let any man of business who 
has a heavy litigation on hand just consider 
what bis feelings would be if his counsel were 
to declare that the case, If committed to his 
charge, “ astonished, pained and bewildered” 
him. 
There can be no doubt that the case 
would very speedily be out of that lawyer’s 
control. 
But poor Mr. Gladstone, although 
one of the most conscientious of men, does 
not perceive the absurd incongruity of such 
sentiments with his position. The ship of state 
in England is likely to get into very deep 
water indeed just now. 
In fact, only a brief 
fortnight or «9 ^ r Mr. Gladstone uttered this 
naíoé coufessTon of the inoompetence 
n dis­ 
tracted mind down came Russia and the East­ 
ern question like a thnndcr-clap npon British 
“bewilderment” and neutrality. 
Every man 
with ordinary common sense and cool brain in 
English councils might have seen the cloud 
gathering. 
Mr. 
Gladstone assuredly bad 
fa9idti|9 big enough for th a tjf he ooul4 have 
used tbem.~ But no, 
6!ood was flowing in 
torrents. 
Empires were falling. The “ capital 
of civilization” was being besieged. Armaged­ 
don seemed coming on. 
There was a general 
appearance, to Mr. Gladstone’s philosophical 
and fiscal and ecclesiastical benevolence, of 
hell or bedlam having broken loose allround. 
So ho, whose duty it is to guide, control and 
plan for tho country, was fain to pronounce 
himself “pained, astonished and bewildered." 
Why, this is not so great or so statesmanlike 
as the famous measures of the late lamented 
Mrs. Partington. 
That energetic old lady. 
Invaded by the Atlantic Ocean, did at least 
seize her familiar mop and do her utmost. But 
Mr. Gladstone’s mind, according te his own 
showing, has broken down altogether. 
So, again, at the Lord Mayor’s dinner, on the 
9th of this month, this great slatesman, speak- 
isg of the war, gave utterance to nonseuse so 
rank 
te show only too plain’y how inade­ 
quate are his faculties to deal with (be great 
events agitating Europe and the greater events, 
perhaps, impending. 
“ This war,” he said, 
“has presented te our view military catas­ 
trophes of a character so transcoadlng all 
former examples Jbat a mystery surronuds 
them wUieh no one 
yet has been able te 
penctratf.” 
For solemi absurdity of the 
Pedagogue-Prig-Pecksniffliu order commend 
us te this soateucol “ Tranacendañí oata^ 
trophes presented to the view!” 
“ Surround­ 
ing mysteries which none can penetrate 1” 
These things surely read like extracts from 
Mr. Fisk’s playbills rather than the respon­ 
sible utlerancoa of a British statesman. Flatu­ 
lent and dangerous nonsense! 
There has 
been no “myatery” at oil in lUo^e mpmonteus 


events which we are all following with so 
much interest. 
Sedan, Mete, Faris. the ruin 
of Prance, the rise of Germany, are all expli­ 
cable by the simple applicatiou to life of those 
inaxims oonoeruing virtue and vice, idleness 
and industry, which came next after pothooks 
and bangers in the copybooks of oiir infancy. 
But to Mr. Gladstone’s “ astonished, pained, 
bewildered” brain these things are mysteries, 
the very mystery of iulquity itself; for they 
are War, described by the ancients as “de­ 
tested of mothers,” but, to Mr. Gladstone’s 
eye, deranger of budgets, and, as such, donWy 
or thrice accursed. 
Hosry Taylor, who wrote ihj “ Statesman,’' 
said that a statesman should have not a good 
ueascieuoe but a strong conscience, by which 
be did not mean a bad coascieaoe in the least, 
but something more tbau a good ooasoionce. 
Now, Mr. Gladstone is a good man in exactly 
that sense in which Taylor condemns good 
oonsoienoa in a statesman. To put it as plainly 
as possible, such a man, oapricions. unreUable, 
sensitive and noble, when great emergenoies 
demand great action, is ail scruple, without 
any measures. 
He is so dreadfully afraid of 
violating the laws of God that he oan do 
nothing te help the needs of man except 
preach; and a good set sermon with a vea- 
geanoo has Mr. Gladstone preached about the 
war in the pages of the Edinburg Review, and 
which may be pronounced the most eloquent 
and indiscreet utterance anybody in such a 
responsible position has ever yet bean known 
to make. 
The article is one long tissue of 
schoolmaster’s orltioism, rod in band, ef every­ 
body connected with tho war. 
Solemn con­ 
demnation of the French Emperor, sneers at 
the King of Prussia’s piety, doubts whether 
Germany, about to be supreme, will “deserve 
the confidence of Rurope’’—exactly as if 
Europe was a publio meeting and Germany 
was going to take the chair; ending with a 
long gloriflcation of England as the one vir­ 
tuous, generous, pure, right-loving Power, 
who is never to fire a shot in war, or spend a 
guinea on war, but who, somehow or other, 
chiefly because she is an island, is to bring 
about the millennium before long. This account 
of the article, though briof, is perfectly truth­ 
ful. And we do net wonder that all sober and 
judicious people in England are quiyerlng with 
shame and reg ^ t that so good a man, her 
Prime Minister to boot, should make himself 
such a speotaole for gods and foreigners. 
Bat there Is werse behind. 
The Russian 
dtffionliy has come on top of all the other 
troubles, and Mr. Gladstone, most powerful 
Minister since Walpole, has been so exercised 
in mind about it that be has positively written 
to the London Timee, that last refuge of 
the travelling Englishman cheated in his 
hotel bill or delayed 
ten 
minutes by a 
railway express. 
“ My dear fellow," said 
an Englishman who believed in ghosts, ar­ 
guing with another Englishman who didn’t— 
“my dear fellow, what should you do if 
you went into the parlor and saw the figure 
of yotir deceased grandmother playing the 
jdaiio?” 
“ I should write to the Tiwiw,” was 
the reply. 
If this does not finish Mr. Glad- 
ttone wo can hardly imagine what will. 
The 
truth is, one so exquisitely good, but so capri­ 
cious in his opinions—a combination of arch­ 
angel and wlll-o’-the-wlsp—is not fit for tho 
first, if for any, place lu polilics. 
An.l things

blood flows too freely for men who have tho 
right proportion of blood in tbeir veins to 
think of goods and budgets exclusively. 
Mr. 
Gladstone is in temperament feminine, in 
intelleot a logic mill. 
Hence his blunders and 
deficiencies. 
And just, though crashing, was 
the criticism passed upon him not long since 
by a brilliant Englishwoman—“He has a 
woman’s nerves without a woman’s tkct.”

That Bismarck could have said 
anything of the kind is improbable.

were wllllug to feed the garrison until th« 
werk of paclfloation was complete throughoiU 
Frauce. 
That is something bo maaifoatly non- 
sensieal that the idea of its ooourrenoe oaunot 
be entertained for a moment. 
Paris is not 
likely to capitulate except to starvation, unless 
the temper of tho present rulers of Franco 
changes wonderfully. 
When Trochu offers to 
lay down his arms King William will receive 
his surrender gladly enough, for, putting 
aside the barbarity of a refusal, the Prussians 
would not care to be assaulted by a famished 
army driven to desperatioa. 


Tus Mayor’s Reasons for 
appointing 
Thomas J. Barr to the vacant Police Com­ 
missioner’s chair appear to be pretty good. 
The Mayor says that for twenty years he haa 
had experience of Mr. Barr’s capacity as a 
man thoroughly acquainted with police dlsoi- 
pllne—an excellent quallflcation, we should 
say, for a Police Commissioner.

■dinner (twenty dollars a ticket) at Dalmonico’s 
on Monday evening last, at which powerful 
free trade speeches wore made by Robert B. 
Mintura, President; William Cullen Bryant, 
Mahlon

Wells, 
W. 
M. Groevenor, 
of the St. 
Louis Demo­ 
crat;

In laying 
bare the enormities of the protective tariff 
system these speeches were very interesting; 
but in defining the programme of the Free 
Trade League they were very oloudy and 
indefinite. 
As near as we can get at it the 
League proposes to reach free trade, not in a 
single Jump, but by gradual approaches, 
beginning the war upon Syracuse salt, Penn­ 
sylvania pig iron and Ohio woel. 
The New 
England, South Carolina, Gem-gia and Ala­ 
bama cotton miliH are to be attacked after the 
aforesaid outworks of protection are carried. 
Free trade, the grand ultimatum of the 
League, as defined at a free trade dinner ef 
George Sanders, at the Irving House in 1852, 
or thereabouts, which Mr. Bryant will proba­ 
bly remember, means the abolition of all 
duties upon foreign goods, which carries with 
it the abolition ef all custom houses and the 
substitution of a direct tax upon the people to 
make up the deficiencies of revenue thus re­ 
sulting to the national Treasury. 
Now, con­ 
sidering that we have a national debt of some 
$2.500,000,000 to look after, the iaterest of 
this debt, together with the regular govern­ 
ment expenses, will require for years to come 
a pretty heavy taxation, te say nothing of the 
payment of the principal of the debt. General 
* Grant is paying off the principal at the rate 
of a hundred millions a year; but this may be 
very properly cot down in a reduction of the 
taxes, internal and external, to the extent of 
fifty milliens a year. 
Still, to meet current 
expenses and the debt some three hundred 
mllUons must be raUed for the Treasury. 
At 
present the sum of one hundred and eighty 
millions, in round numbers, is raised from the 
taxes on foreign imports and one hundred 
and seventy millions from onr intoroal or 
direct taxes. 
In order to have free trade, therefore, whUe 
meeting the Interest on the debt and fifty mil­ 
lions of the principal, instead of reducing our 
direct taxes we must Lave them increased to 
the extent of one hundred and thirty millions 
a year, which will simply be robbing Peter to 
pay Paul. The only short out to free trade, in 
fact, ia the short cut of repudiation ; but as 
thU settlement of the national debt was not 
suggested at this free trade dinner, and as it 
.is not hinted at by the League, wo shall have 
plenty of time—say twenty-five or thirty 
years—for this free trade discussion and for 
the abolition of all our eastern houses. 
The 
best that we can do meantime is te lighten as 
mr an t»uoaibio, looking tn 
gradual redemp­ 
tion or funding of the national debt, the buiv 
den upon the masses of the people which they 
now have to bear in our external and internal 
or indirect and direct taxes. 
Down to the late 
war all our national revenues, except a few 
rolllioDS from the public^ lands, were raised 
from the customs or indirect taxes, and partly 
because, as an invisible system of taxation, it 
was considered the best. 
It has grown now to 
a system of protection of home manufactures, 
which in many things invites assault; and yet 
we cannot have free trade short of the redemp­ 
tion or the funding or repudiation of the 
national debt.

The Mutual 
ButKffii Lij» Insurance Oowjirtfii/.—Justice Ingra- 
ham gave the opinion of m e Court affirming the 
judgm ent below. 
One Cluff Insured his life lu the 
company of the defendants. This insurance policy 
w ent through several assignm ents, tm It came Into 
possession 01 the plaintiff, A clause In the policy 
rendered 11 null and void In case the insured sliouUI 
die by his own hand or in a duel or through 
Intem perance or through 
violation of any law 
of the United Biates, or State in which he m ight be 
at the time. The premiums were regularly paid up 
to the deatii ol Ciiiff. 
While in Louisiana Claff met 
one cox, agalnsr. whom he had a claim, and re­ 
quested payment, wuich was refused. Cluff th reat­ 
ened to take Oex’s horaes if he did n et pay. Cox 
said be had better try ir on. Clnff seized the reins, 
wliei-euiion Cox drew his pistol and shot, him, from 
the effects of wliich he died. The 
defendants 
elaiiued ihst Cluff was vielating a law of Louisiana 
When he m et his death, and thornfore th at the policy 
was void. Upon the trial of the case lielow the Court 
held that there was no question of fact for the Jury 
and declined to subm it any question to them, and dis- 
nils.sed the ceroplsint. Upon this the plaintiff appeal- 
The pre.seui court held th at there could be no 
doubt as to the causo of death, and thought th at no 
question of fact waa Involved. The only question 
involved was w hether the exception el the policy 
applied to any other violation oi law, and whetlier 
Claff violated any law of Louisiana. 
In the alisence 
of any proof as to the law'S of Letilslana, they wero 
Justifled in preaum lng the laws of that Btale to be 
the sam e as tnis Miaie. Tüere could be no doubt that 
Cluff was violating the law. 
lie had no rignl, title 
or claim to the property. As tnuff waa therefore 
vlotatiiig the law. his deaih was the sequence of 
such violation. Upon a review or all the evidence 
aud law in the case the Judgm ent x as aii adlrm atioa 
of me lower court. 
Hiile of UaniHge on C harter Vessels.

prisoner's store. She wanted to proceed imme- 
diately toiCinciBnati.where her relatives reswed,.Uut 
Fleisslg Insisted upon lier remaining,witli him, and 
sent over for her iranks. She remained at lus store 
a couple ef hours and then, lie took her over to his 
flunt'3 house, in Third avenue, where she stayed two 
flays, sleeping, however, in a neighbor's house. 
Misa Schwab proceeded to say that the prisoner was 
her flvst cousin, that tie wan ted to marry her, aud 
while In tho parlor Pitting ou a lounge he accor*. 
pUshcd his flesires, saying, 


"I'LI, MAitSr YOU jury-now." 


Tiie prisoner induced lier little brother to leave 


the room by glvlug him Sre cracters, and .Miss 
Schwab affirmed that she would not have yielded if 
lie had 'not promised to marry her. Upon the fol- 
lowing day he went with her to the depot and

telling her to write as soon as she arrived in Cincin- 
nati. She gave birth to a child in March, 1870.

Lexington avenue, testified that Miss Schwab was 
a patient at that Institution and save birtii to a child 
on the 28th of Marcn.

Adoifo Varona was born in isso at 1'uerto I'rmrape, 


or wejltfty and respectable parents. In hts eigh- 
teenth year he went to slimy medicine at Paris, aud 
alter walking the hospital Unison Lueii, whcie ne 
acquired a thorough knowledge of chemical sur- 
sery, graduated as an II. l). In addition to this he 
cii.-'imjjuislied himself as a linguist, sneaking and 
writing several languages wliii electtnee. At the 
coiiimriicenient or the revolution !u cnba he of- 
fered his services to Ouesada. who uccepled him 
gratefully, and they afterwards became lirni friends'. 
In the army ho performed tue double functions of 
colonel aud surgeon,' and showed great courage 
and skill in both departments. On his recent arri- 
val in Cuba he addressed a letter to a friend atxcw 
York, commencing, "I write this in Cuba Libre." 
This letter was handed to the captain of the sloop, 
witn instructions to pose at Jamaica, and in due 
course has reached here.

Tho Eastern question, that has been slum- 


bering disriag fourteen years, under the musty 
parchment of a treaty, has suddenly arisen and 
put the statesmen of old Europe on tha qui 
vivf. Xiioso who wore iastrumcaial in framing 
tho treaty in 1850 did not foresee that they 
were only patching np the old difficulty and 
that this traditional carbuncle of Europe would 
open anew. Aad yet they might have foreseen 
it. For tha last fourtesn yeara Russia has 
been smarting under the humiliating condi- 
tions which wero than imposed upon her, and 
elia now openly declares ihat she will tolerate 
them no longer. 
Sha will not abate a jot of 


her demands. The second note addressed by 
Prince Gortehakoff to the British Cabinet may 
be considered more conciliatory in its terms, 
but is in substance only the reiteration of the 
first. The statesmen of England may cudgel 
their "owing for a peaceful adjustment of this 
vexed question, but there are only two ways 
ia which, it cau be solved—by war or by yield- 
ing to tha demands of Russia. In adopting the 
latter coarse England will tacitly acknowledge 
that the blood and treasure poured out during 
the Crimean war were spsnt in vain. 


Ths series of cable telegrams which wo 


publish elsewhers reports the prajrssg of the 
question in. the Old World capitals during the 
d.iy and to a very late hour of the eveniag 
yesterday. In England the general aspect 
was more pacific. 
There was aa improved 


feeling on 'Change, that dclicato baremeter of 
British sentizaeat and opinion. The Locdon 
newspapers treated the subject more or less 
pointedly in. their znoraing issues. A leadisg 
city journal, which is supposed to speak under 
official inspiration at critical moments in the 
history of Great Britain, asserted conspicu- 
ously, ia the name and behalf of the English 
people, that, "desiring the m-tiatenance of 
peace, we stand oa the maintenance of peace 
guarantees 
and the repudiation altogether 


of the claim 
te 
supersede the 
obliga- 


tions of the treaty of 185G." Ths principle 
involved here, if it should ba adopted by the 
Cabinet ia Dowain- slreet, wonlS restore the 
original causa sf ditScullr aacl dat:ger. This 
state of affairs can scarcely occur, however, 
if we are to believe another London paper, 
wfcich alleged that it had an official stalement 
to the effect that "Russia has decided ts with- 
draw her demand and submit her proposition 
to the decision of the Coifereace." Hero we 
have "die Conference" spoken, ef as a Sized 
fact. 
If (bis important meeting should bo 


held we are to presume that peace will be 
prescrrr-a, as Rtuaia will eilfcor £s.in aer object 
or be reread to submit—for the present, at 
least—io the solemn arbitration of her national 
peers, delivered iz; friendly council.

Onr immense re- 
sources, our industry and the late inventions 
of science hive raised this country to a posi- 
tion of grandeur. 


There ia an. old maxim, ihat says, "JToKdse 


oblige," and it may be affirmed with equal 
justice, Grandeur obliges. Those statesmen 
who think ihat we have 20 political interests 
in the Old Worie! ara behind their age; for, 
during the last few yoara the foreign element 
lias been steadily flawing to oar shores, and 
Its influence has made itself felt ia the framiaj 
of our foreign policy. 


Another thought presses itself upon the 


attention of our government. la case of a 
war between this country and England— and 
such an. emergency niiy arise if we take iato 
account the late utterances «f General Butler— 
Russia can reader us effective assistance. She 
can deal a deadly blow to the most cherished 
nterests ot England by barriag her passage £o 
the East. 


There is another consideration—a moral 


one—which our administration will do well 
not to forget. Of all the European Powers 
Eussia was the oaly one that evinced a sin- 
cere sympathy for oar cause during the late 
war. If the Cabinet of St. Petersburg had 
followed the seductive advice of the Emperor 
Napoleon, in order to bring about a formidable 
coalition against this country, the South might 
have been able to constitute heraalf into an 
independent State. It is a notorious fact that 
the Emperor Alexander repelled these insidi- 
ous proposals. H« did even more; for at the 
most critical moment of onr struggle he sent 
a fleet into onr waters in order to attest, by the 
presence of the imperial flag, the sympathies of 
his governmeat for the people of this country. 
But, say 
Machiavelli and his followers, 


gratitude should not ba the line of conduct in 
political actions. We believe that this doc- 
trine is as false as it is hackneyed.
